•tiling. Time and again final de- 
cisions in that field hinged on a 
)asic holding that any activity 
laving a government connection 
must be open to Negroes and 
whites without discrimination. 


For instance, just a year ago 


he court called for immediate 
desegregation of parks, play- 
jrounds and other city recrea- 
ional facilities in Memphis. The 
city had pleaded in vain for use 
of a program of gradual deseg- 
regation. Earlier, Atlanta was 
:old to allow Negroes to use it's 
public golf course and Balti- 
more was directed to allow both 
races to use public parks and 
pools. 


In a case from Wilmington, 


Del., the court ordered Negroes 
admitted to a privately operat- 
ed restaurant in a state-owned 
building devoted largely to car 
parking. Authority of Colorado's 
antidiscrimination 
commission 


to order job-tests for a Negro 
pilot was upheld and Richmond, 
Va., was told it could not re- 
quire Negroes to sit in a special 
section in it's traffic court. 


A major victory for cam- 


paigners against racial discrim- 
ination was a Warren opinion of 
last May. He declared then that 
state laws, city ordinances and 
statemenls by their officials are 
totally ineffective to bar Ne- 
groes from peaceful sit-in dem- 
onstrations in public business 
places. 


The sit-in cases now pending 


before the court for decision 
raise the question of what to do 
about arrests in instances where 
there are no such laws or state- 
ments by public officials. 


Another major victory in the 


efforts to crack segregation bar- 
riers was Supreme Court re- 
versal of breach of the peace 
convictions of 1§7 Negro Stu- 
dents 
who demonstrated out- 


side the South Carolina State 
House in Columbia. The court 
said the convictions infringed 
the 
Negroes' 
constitutional 


rights of free speech, free as- 
sembly and freedom to petition 
for redress of grievances. 


Some observers saw the Co- 


lumbia decision as opening the 
flood gates for numerous street 
demonstrations in various states 
in recent months. 


Apparently out of

cropping out. 


A wonderfully cooperative per 


son, Mays has to use utmost re- 
straint from being rude as he 
parries questions hurled at him 
concerning his chances of finish- 
ing with a .400 batting average. 
Or his chances of bettering 
Maris' 61 home runs over .the 


^course of a 162-game season. 
* "I'm not saying anything but 


not anything," Willie backed off 
when the suggestion was made 
to him that he could be the first 
since Ted Williams in 1941 to hit 
.400. 


Mays' true nature, however, 


came to the fore. 


"I'm like this," he said.. "If 


I'm going to break a record, 
please 
don't tell me. If I'm 


••j thinking about doing something 


real bad, I won't do it. Some- 
one comes up to me and says, 
'If you get a hit today, it will be 
your 2,000th." You can bet 
I 


won't get the hit. 


"Don't tell me things like that. 


Just let me go and play. Don't 
tell me nothing and I don't 
think about it and then I do it." 


Through the Giants' first' 21 


games, Mays had a batting av- 
\ erage of .481 with 11 home runs. 


No one in years had gotten off 
to as fast a start. How long did 
he think he could keep that up? 


"Amazing, ain't it?" he said 


and laughed. "But it 
1 won't last. 


But I'd sure like to keep it go- 
ing for a little while longer. I'm 
not doing anything different, but 
somehow the ball looks bigger 
coming into the plate. It always 


m does look bigger when you're 
* hitting." 


There is another explanation 


although Mays is reluctant to 
talk about it. At 33 and with 12 
full seasons behind him .Willie 
opened this season in his best 
frame of mind since his rookie 
year as the laughing Say-Hey 
kid of 20 in 1951. 


It isn't so much that he's 


i smarter and more experienced 


although that coulrl be one of 
the underlying reasons. But, for 
the first time in years, Mays is 
playing without the weight of 
marital or financial troubles on 
his mind. 


It is two years since Willie's 


divorce became final. He had to 
borrow on his $100.000 salary 
from the Giants, and it took an- 
other year for Mays to dig out 
from his financial morass. 


"I've got real peace of mind 


now," Mays said. "The way I 
feel right now, as far as my 
health and frame of mind are 
concerned. I think I can go on 
playing for another 10 years."
